CON'flTANTIN'OPLB, Vaj 18.— TIm AIB* 

baaaadon of Um powers held a pro- 
longed <!oiif«renoe at the close of which 
they presented to the Turkish povern- 
ment a collective inemorondam propos- 
ing an armistice between Turkey and 
Greece on the basis of the negotiations 
for peaoe now In progress throogh the 
powers. 

The memorandnm, which was pre- 
sented to Apmed Towfik Pasha, the 
Turkish minister of forcijjn affairs, by 
the deau of the diplomatic corps, Baron 
de Calice, the Anstro- Hungarian am- 
bassador, enumerates the couditious 
which have bfsen aocepted by Greece, 
and begs the porle to issoe the neoes* 
sary orders to arrest the progress of the 
Turkish troops. 

It is learned tliat the sultan resents 
the mediation of tlie powers and de.iiriis 
to negotiate with Greece dirftctly. If 
this is refused the TnrUih demands 
will be more exacting. It is also learned 
on excellent authority that the Turkish 
government demandn a war iudemuity 
of £3,000.000, and the right to oooapy 
Thessoly until it is paid. 

UNEASY IN ATHENS. 
It Is Believad That Tnrkejr Docs Mot In- 
tend to CWM H«WtUIUM. 

Athens, May 13.— The fact that there 

is no news of renewed fighting must be 
regarded as gcxnl news, but an uneasy 
feeling exists here. 

The Turks are trying to outflank the 
Greek position at Domokos, and the de- 
lay in the porte's reply is also interpret- 
ed to mean that Turkey does not intend 
to cease hostilities. 

Telegrams from the front report that 
both armies are concentrating in autioi- 
putioii of an engagement. 

Tlie city continues quiet, thongh it is 
believed that the numerous Italian vol- 
unteers and socialists now here will en- 
deavor to foment a revolution leading 
up to a republic. But the tireeks are 
devoted to the monarchial idea, and the 
worst that is likely to happen will be a 
change of sovereign. The return of 
Crown Prince Constautine to the cap 
ital might produce disturbances, bat he 
is likely to be discreet enough to ftTOld 
Athena for a time. 

Autonomy Maj Fnil In Crete. 
London, May 13. — The Times corre 
apondent at Candia says : "It is feared 
that aatonomy will fail to pacify Crete, 
owing to the cpposititm of the 80,000 
Cretan Mohammedans on the Island, 
who fear that antonomy will end in 
onion with Greeoe, while the insnrgents 
are still defiant and aotoally talk of re- 
sisting the departore of the Greek 
troope."

BIG 'ta nnery burned.

San Fit-VNt Lsco, May 18. — Early yes- 
terday morning lire broke out in the 
tannery of A. B. Patrick & Company, 
which occupies a strip of laud on Sixth 
arenne aoath, between Q and R streets, 
and t^o hoars later there wai little left 
but rains. The loss to plant and stock 
is estimated from $400,000 to $496,000, 
with insurance of $200,000. 

The buildings destroyed Hie 10, all 
frame structures. The tire hud almost 
full sway after it started, from the fact 
that the firemen could not get to the 
rear, the strip of land on which the tan- 
nery was situated being bounded on 
three aides by tidewater. Almost slm- 
nltaneonaly five tenement houses on 
Telegraph mil were burned. The fam- 
ilies oocnpying them barely escaped 
With their liTes. Loss aboat $78,000.

The murderer, on the morning of 
the crime, asked Hodgett to re-employ 
him, and on the farmer's refusal to do 
so a quarrel began, daring which Claw- 
son drew a revolver and fired three 
shots at his victim, two taking ^ect. 
Then mounting a wheel, the mnrderer 
rode away. Ciawson has ainoe Us oaa- 
viotion professed contrition for his 
crime, and rwently at his reoneat was 
baptized into the Methodiat Spisoqpal 

chorch. '

— The 
Acme Oil company has brought in a 
phenomenal w^. two miles north of 
here. It was shot last Friday, and had 
to be closed until tankage could be pro 
cured. On Monday it was opened again. 
The roar of escaping gas was so deafen 
ing that men could not work about the 
well. Yesterday a 1,'i-barrel tank was 
located close at hand, and a donkey 
pomp was placed in the derrick, to 
empty the tank into a larger one. The 
well made 15 barrels in lO minntea, or 
at the nite of 90 barrels an hoar. 

The {:reat flow of oil continues for a 
time, and then it is overpowered by the 
tremendous gas pressure. The gas is 
Idowing into the air through a two-inch 
pipe. It whistles until it can be heard 
for two ndles. The well is good for 4(X) 
barrels of oU daily. The farmers in the 
neighborhood have abandoned work in 
the fields and spend their time aroand 
the new wonder.

United States court of appeals, wan yes- 
terday brought into the United States 
circuit court on a bail piece sworn out 
by William Weinert, one of Hart's four 
bondsmen. 

Hart is under $7,500 bail, and Mr. 
Weinert informed the court that he had 
reason to believe that Hart intended 
sailing on the steamer Ethelred for Port 
Antonio, Jamaica. Weinert asked the 
court to be released as bondsman. Judge 
Dallas, however, refused to grant the 
reffuest and held the matter over until 
Friday.

NOT HEARD OF IT. 

The Sensational Story From NicaraKua 
Not Believed In Washington. 

Wasbinotor, May 18.— The state de^i 
partment has received no information 

whatever regarding the reported killing 
of Mr. Alger, the United States consul 
at Puerto ("ortez, Honduras, during a 
tight between the government forces 
atid the revolutionists, nor of the al- 
leged insolt to the American flag by the 
Nicaraguan steam tug Lucy B. In the 
absence of olBcial information, the de- 
partment is disposed to discredit the 
reports. 

In the first place there is no United 
States consul at the place named, but 
imly a consular agent named William 
Alger. He was heard from by the state 
department directly last week in a ca- 
blegram announcing the closing of the 
port owing to the rebellion. 

Yesterday Consul Little, at Teguci- 
galpa, the capital of the country, re- 
p >rteil to the department that the re- 
bellion wax ended and as his advices un- 
doubtedly were much later in date than 
those of the steamer's people theofhcials 
feel sure that the consul agent has n<.t 
been killed or his death would certainly 
have been reported by Mr. Little. 

SUGAR SCHEDULi~DOOMED.

New York, May 18.— A special to 
The Herald from Washington says:

Nellie Smith 
and Mandy White, were found dang- 
ling from the limb of a live oak just on 
the outsldrtH of the village of Jeff yes- 
terday morning. They were hanged 
during the night for p<'»is(ining Josl)ua 
Ki'lly, a we'.l known , citi/en. They 
confessed to two attempts on the livis 
of the Kelly family. 

Nine weeks ago the first attempt on 
the lives of the Kelly family was made. 
The family sickened shortly after eating 
supper, and Joshua Kelly died ,'4 hours 
afterward. On May 1 the family and 
tenants of the deceased were poisoned 
again in some mysterious manner. 
There were si.x whites and right negroes 
affected. Messrs. D. E. and I^inson 
Kelly became critically ill. us did Mrs. 
E. Kelly. Uakley Woodward, clerk in 
a store, who canu' n( ar dying from the 
other po'srn ng, and a Tennessee drum- 
mer, who spent the night with them, 
were two other victims. 

Inrrimiuatiug eviden-e was found 
Saturday at the Kelly home at Jeff, and 
a clew in the shape of a box at poison 
led to th;* detection of the negresses. 
The premis ■» were aearohed and under- 
neath the kitchen floor was found a box 
cf poison. On it was atamped the trade 
mark of D. E. and J. O. Kelly, the 
gr(x?era at Jeff. The poison, which was 
rough on rats, was phtced in the bis- 
cuita, which all the affected ate. The 
lynching occurred at an early hour yes- 
terday morning and wos participated in 
by a mob of '.'0 or 80 persons.

An affidavit for her arrest was filed 
on April B, but a satisfactory settlement 
was made, Miss Leib agreeing to pay 
all the costs.

MASON CUL'NTY VS. MAYSVILLE. 



Jails Are Public Propprty and Are Public 
Priiiuns— Decision of lourt of Ap- 
peal! la Akare 4>aae. 



As lieretofore uieiitioaed in the Bllle- 
Ti.v, the Court of Appeals affirmed Judge 
Harbeaon's decision in the case of Mason 
County against the city of Maysville. I n 
paaaiiiK ^'Q the case the upper court says : 

First— In an action by the plalutlfT to recover 
of tbe defendant on a written contract a certain 
sum of mouey that the defendant agreed to pay 
the plalntlfT for keeping certain city prisoners In 
the county Jail, while a city prison was In course 
of oonstruction , in this case. Held, that a county 
Jail is public property, provided at public eZ' 
penae, and unlaas they are restricted by law to 
the oonilnement of certain clasees of priaoners 
they become public prisons of the county and 
State, and the city of Maysville. ba ng an integral 
part of Mason County, to ntltlad in common 
with other portions of tbe county, to use the 
common Jail for the purpose of confining priso 
ners convicted of offense against the city, and it 
to the duty of the courts to hold there Is no legal 
eonilderatloD for the ojtenitlon of a contract on 
the part of the city to pay more than theamonn 
allow .'d the Jdller by the statute for feeding tbe 
prisoners, and this is especially so where 
Chart -r of a dty authoriiee auch osa of the 
couatyjxil.

KENTUCKY CROPS. 



What the Climate and Crop Department of 
the Weatlier Barean Sajra af 
tkeOpUfek. 



LFor Wetk Ending May 10.] 

The week just cioaed was, upon the 
whole, very favorable to farming inter- 
ests, and the general tone of reports re- 
ceived from correspondents indicate that 
farm work made good progreae and that 
vegetation of all kinds advanced more 
than during any preceding week of the 
aeaaon. The week opened with cool and 
showery weather, which was succeeded 
by several days with clear skies and rap- 
i lly rising temperature. Sunday and 
Monday continued warm, and heavy 
showers were quite general throughout 
the State. These showers were excep- 
tionally heavy in localitief, and gave to 
some few places a conaiderable exceaa of 
precipitation, but the average amount 
for tbe State was slightly less than the 
normal. From a oonaiderable number 
of stations come cotuplaints of insufficient 
rain for the.needs of crops, but as yet no 
aeriously detrimental efliscta from this 
cause have been reported. 

While tbe season is stiii backward, the 
outlook is far from being discouraging. 
A protracted period of warm weather, 
with occaaional abowera, wonld go far to- 
ward bringing the aeaaoa to ita normal 
stage. ' 

Weatem Section.— The average amount 
of precipitation in this section was 
slightly less than that received in other 
portiona of tbe Btate, though at Paducab, 
the largest weekly amount for any sta- 
tion, 1.82 inches, was reported. All cor- 
respondents agree that crops of all kinds 
lave made great progress during the 
Wc-ek. Tbe rain put the soil in fine con- 
dition for plowing and planting of corn, 
and in some counties the work is vir- 
tually completed and in the others will 
be done before the end of tbe present 
week. In Warren, Simpson and several 
adjoining counties corn is up and looking 
very well. While the conditionof wheat 
IS generally good throughout the entire 
section, in a number of countfee, espec- 
ially in Ballard, Livingston, Crittenden 
and Trigg, it is reported to have retro- 
graded during the weak. It ia heading 
n Fulton and adjoining countie?. Oats 
are up and generally reported to be doing 
nicely. While reports concerning to- 
bacco plants continue to be conflicting, 
yet there is every evidence of a decided 
improvement in their condition over that 
of last week. In McCracken County 
they are large enough to set out, and 
ground is being prepared for tbe work. 
Gardens are generally promising, though 
a few correapondenta report that early 
potatoes are not coming up well. Much 
complaint is made that apples and 
paaehea are dropping from tbe trees, but 
tbe general outlook for fruit is good. A 
large crop of strawberries ia ri|)eniog in 
tbe waatem conntlaa. Potato bugs and 
cut-worma are reported in Orittraden 
County. 

Central Section.— The cool, wet weather 
which prevailed during the early part of 
the week greatly retarded all farm work, 
but the favoralila conditions of tbe last 
few days have resulted in a decided im- 
provement in crops generally, and have 
enabled farmers to accomplish much 
work, which bad been very backward. 
The work of plowing for com was preased 
to the utmost and a great deal of plant- 
ing was done, especially in the central 
and soatbam counties of this section. In 
the more northerly counties planting is 
a little backward. Some corn is up in 
Marion and counties to the south of it, 
and is reported to be uneven, but otber- 
w iae looks welL Wheat is almost unani- 
mouHly reported to beMn the most prom- 
ising condition, and is about ready to 
head out in aome localities. Oats and 
rye are also growing very nicely. Grasses 
have made excellent growth and pastur- 
age is generally very good. It ia difficult 
to form an estimate of the condition aud 
quantity of tobacco plants, so conflicting

Some few coi.-e- 
spondenta report plants about ready to 
set. Oaidening baa made good progress 
during the week. There appears to be a 
fair prospect for fruits, especially 
smaller varietiaa in all parta of this divi- 
sion of the State, the complaints of apples 
and peaches falling coming mainly from 
tbe northern counties. The chinch bug 
is reported in Bullitt, Marion and Flem- 
ing counties. 

Eastern Section.— This section received 
a little more precipitation and experi- 
enced a slightly lower temperature than 
did other portions of the State. Snow 
fell quite generally on the 2nd, tbe depth 
ranging from two to four inches. All 
work was suspended owing to the un- 
favorable conditions early in tbe week, 
but during the latter part, tbe warm, 
drying weather put the aoU in excellent 
condition for working, gnd farmers em- 
p'oyed every exertibn to complete the 
work of plowing and planting of corn. 
Some of the earlier planted part of this 
crop is up in Bath, Knott and Perry 
counties, and looks very well. Wheat is 
reported to be in fine condition every- 
where, but some fields are becoming 
weedy. Data are coming up nicely, 
though tba crop is generally very late. 
Tobacco plants reported to be in fair 
condition and reasonably plentiful. 
Clover and all kindg of grasses an excep- 
tionally fine. Gardens |nre in general 
satisfactory. The outlook for fruits is 
Very good in most localitiea.

Fbakkpor, Ky.. May 11. —The Senate 
waa alaoat wiUumt a qtioram to^jr, bat 

the twentieth raAn finally came in. The 
House bill known as the "mob law" bill 
was taken up and the substitute as 
offered hj tha Sonata Committee was 
adopted and passed aa thus amende<l. 
without a pintle vote agrainst it. It is 
one of tbe moet imporuut bills of tbe 
aeaoion. It will prolMbljr be conimrred 
in by tbt Hooaa. 

The propoeed law provides that two or 
more persons who band themselves to- 
gether to intimidate, alarm or ^jare any 
peraoB or to rawme any peraom bom an 
officer of the law ahall be declared Rnllty 
of a felony, and, upon conviction, be con- 
tined in the penitentiary from one to five 
yeara. 

Section No. 2 stipulates that two or 
more persons who band themselves to- 
gether to destroy property, upon convic- 
tion will be aent to tbe penitentiary for 
from one to five years, no matter whether 
any property is really damnged or not. 
If any injury results to person or property 
the men oonvleted ahall be confined in 
the penitentiary for from one to fifteen 
years, unless death refluUs, when tlie law 
reganling such will hold in force. The 
J udge shalloharge tbe j ury in writing that 
a plea of beat or passion wiU bave no 
weight. 

Tbe persons compoiing a mob destroy- 
ing any property will be heldindiridaally 
and colleetlvely liable, and aait can be 
brought for damagea in any coark haTiog 
jariediotion. 

Any officer believing tliat an attempt 
will be made to iojore a person in his 
c istndy shall have tbe power to summon 
ai many able-bodied men between the 
ajea of twenty-one and fifty as nevwwy 
to protect the priaoner. He can notify 
th.>m by written summons or by word of 
month, and if they fail to comply thpy 
will be liable to a tine of from $100 to 

tsoo. 

XTpon any person making oath that be 
has reason to believe that an at'.empt will 
be made to injure property, to any County 
Jadne, IIm aeid Jadi^e a)utU order tbe 
SherifT or Gonatable of the oonnty to 
summon not less than two nor more than 
tea able-bodied men, who shall watch 
the property for thirty days. 

V, at tbe end of 80 days, the Judge has 
reason to believe that it is still necessary 
to guard the property, the guards shall 
bd kept for another 30 days, and at tbe 
e id of that time for another 30 daya if 
neyfssary. Persons who refuse to answer 
a summons to abt as guard will be liable 
to a fine of from $5 to f 15. If tbe Judge 
or Sheriff, or other peace officer, fails to 
disoluuMe his duty be shall, upon convic- 
tion, be fined from flOO to ISOO, end for- 
fait bla offiuf . 

Tbe oflloers shall be paid 50 oents tor 
summoninii |iuurds and the gtuurds paid 
$2 for every 10 hours, the money to OOine 
out of the County Treasury. 

The Governor is empowared to offer re- 
wards not exceeding 1500 for the appre- 
hension and conviction of persons, and 
tha County Judge can offer rewarda of 
not more than $200. 

In case of mobs trying to rescue prison- 
ers, tbe prisoners may be armed. 

A fine of from $100 to $600 is provided 



upon t'\>} conviction of any person 6end- 
in j a threateninx notice. 

In any prosHiiition under this act it 
shall ])■' n 1 f-Xfinption tor a witness that 
his tes'.imony may iiirriminite himself; 
bat no such testimony given by the wit- 
ness shajl be used against him in any 
prosecution except t^r perjiiry, and he 
sliall be discharged from all liability for 
any violation o! this fict so necessarily 
disdoaed in bis taatlaMay.
